Claim 35 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claun 33, wherein said wormwood 
is iiuthcr comprised of an exti'act derived from the species Armnlsia Ahsimhiim t)r any plant from 
the gtnv^ Artemma, constituting between 0.5%-90% by weight of total composition. 

Claim 36 (Previously Presented): The composition according (o claim 33, wberein said turmeric is 
further comprised of an extract derived from the species Curcuma Longa or any plant from the genus 
Curcuma, Constituting between 0.5 % to 90 % by weight of total composition. 

Claim 37 (Previously Presented): line composition according to claim 33, wherein said garlic is 
fijrther comprised of an extract derived from the species Allium sativum or any plant from the genus 
Allhim, constituting between 0.75 to 70 % by weight of total composition.

Claim 43 (Previously Presented): The composition according to claim 33, wherein said clove, 
nutmeg, ginger, frankincense and myrrh are further comprised of extmcts derived from Syzygiim 
aromaticum, Myristica fragans, Zingiber officinale, Bosw^ellia carteri, Commiphora molmol, 
respectively, where a combination of two or more of these herbs constilute between 0.5 lo 25% by 
weight of total composition.

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Claim 63 (PrevioLusly Presented):* The method of claim 61 ^ wherein \saldv skin disorders 'are fiirther 
comprised of one or more diseases associated with initiating pathogens selected from the group 
consisting of yeasts, malasse/.ia, c^mdida, ftuigns, dermatophyte fungi, trichophyton, 
epidermophyton, microsponim, tinea, bacteria, stuphylococcus, streptococcus, parfcu<iites,- mites, 
scabies, lice, mold, scopulariopsis, aspcrgillus, fusarium, scytalidinium, viruses, coxsackie, 
enterovinis, herpes, parvovirus and epstein barr.
